Tournaments, especially for women, 
have been quite the craze at the large 
Summer resorts, nor does the interest 
manifested in- the-game~seem-~ tobe 
abating, for now that thé summer is 
drawing to a chose many clubs are be- 
ing organized for the winter. 

Bowling promises even to take the 
place of afternoon, euchre, though 
many women will, of course, cling to 
their, cards.

Much success in bowling depends on 
a thorough knowledge of the alleys. 
Often these are not quite ,true, and one 
has to find out irregularities for one’s 
self and manoeuvre a little to overcome 
them. Authorities differ on the method 
Some advocate rolling the 
ball directly down the centre, . and 
others prefer rolling from the side. 
Many men.use a curved ball, as it is 
called, but that requires some amount 
of skill. Regardless of the manner of 
delivery, however, the ball should be 
held firmly and the arm swung from 
the shoulder, and care should be taken 
not to allow the wrist to turn just as 
the ball is leaving the hand, as this will 
Swerve it from the intended course. 

In organizing a club it is advisable 
to begin early in the season for several 
reasons, In the first place the desired 
people may be asked “before they have 
joined or promised to join other clubs, 
Then the alley must be selected in 
good time, so that the choice of an 
afternoon may be secured.
